Russell  Library  Prints  Calendar 
of  ValuedJanuscript  Collection 


Russell  library  at  Nor- 
thwestern State  University 
has  published  a  146-page 
calendar  of  one  of  Louisiana's 
moa  important  collections  of 
state  manuscripts. 

Donald  MacKenzie,  head 
librarian  at  NSU,  said  the 
limited  edition  of  the  calendar 
is  being  distributed  to  major 
libraries  and  interested 
scholars. 

James  Egan  Irion,  a 
prominent  Memphis,  Tenn., 
attorney,  placed  the  valuable 
Egan  collection  in  the  Ar- 
chives Department  of  the 
Northwestern  library  as  a 
permanent  loan  in  1967. 

Miss  Katherine  Bridges. 
NSU  ardiivist.  who  was  in- 
strumental in  securing  the 
prized  collection,  supervised 
the         processing  and 

microfilming  of  the 
manuscripts  and  prepared  the 
calendar  now  being 
distributed. 

According  to  Irion,  credit 
for  the  accumulation  and 
preservation  of  these  papers 
rightfully  belongs  to  his  great 
aunt.  Miss  Lavlnia  Egan.  Miss 
Egan,  a  resident  of  Shreveport 
and  Bienville  Parish ,  was 
well-known  as  national 
secretary  of  the  Women's 
Suffrage  Party  and  as  a 
writer.  She  died  in  1945,  and 
pie  papers  passed  into  the 
hands  of  her  great  nephew. 


MacKenzie  said  "The 
Calendar  of  the  Egan  Family 
Collection  1787-1955"  makes 
access  to  the  manuscripts 
relatively  easy  and  should  be 
of  great  benefit  to  historians 
and  other  scholars  who  desire 
to  use  the  NSU  collection. 

The  manuscripts,  in 
covering  the  period  of  nearly 
200  years,  reveal  many  in- 
teresting sidelights  on  major 
events  in  the  history  of  Ireland 
and  America. 

In  Irion's  family  were  men 
and  women  who  were  active 
as  rebels  in  Ireland  and  as 
business  and  professional  men 
in  Virginia,  New  York, 
Georgia.  Texas,  Illinois  and 
Louisiana.  They  appear  as 
leaders  among  teachers, 
physicians,  lawyers, 
politicians  and  writers  of 
Lijuisiana  from  the  1840's  to 
the  present. 

The  careers  of  two 
prominent  physicians,  Dr. 
Bartholomew  Egan  and  his 
son.  Dr.  James  Egan,  can  be 
traced  in  detail  in  the 
manuscripts.  Dr.  Bar- 
tholomew Egan  was  Surgeon 
General  for  the  Confederate 
forces  in  Louisiana  and  later 
superintendent  of  the  state 
laboratory  at  Mount  Lel>anon. 
where  medicines  were 
manufactured  for  the  Con- 
federacy.

I\ISl]  College  of  Education  Report 
on  Classroom  Design  Completed 


Officials  in  the  College  of 
Education  at  Northwestern 
State  University  have  com- 
pleted an  extensive  research 
report  on  a  Comparison  of 
Instructional  Practices  in 
Classrooms  of  Different 
Design. 

Tie  primary  purpose  of  the 
71-page  report  is  to  reveal 
findings  of  the  study  which 
compared  various  aspects  of 
instructional  practices  and 
problems  in  school  buildings 
designed  with  "open-plan" 
classrooms  and  those  with 
conventional  four-walled 
classrooms. 

Northwestern  conducted  the 
research  with  a  grant  of  $8,322 
received  from  the  U.  S.  Office 
of  Education.  The  university's 
school  planning  laboratory 
was  in  charge  of  the  research 
project . 

Dr.  Barney  Kyzar,  director 
of  the  school  planning 
laboratory,  directed  the  study. 
He  was  assisted  by  Rayinond 
Gilbert  and  Elliott  Knowles. 
The  report  states  that 
evidence  gained  during  the 
investigation  period  indicated 
that  noise  is  not  a  problem  in 
open  space  schools.  Many 
educators  have  feared  that  the 
noise  factor  made  the  open 
space  plan  undesirable. 

Northwestern  officials 
stated  in  the  report  that  the 
noise  factor  is  more  an  at- 


titude on  the  part  of  teachers 
than  a  reality.  The  report 
stresses  the  need  for 
preparing  teachers  to  move  to 
these  radically  different 
teaching  stations. 

In  the  study,  one  open  plan 
school  consistently  scored 
above  the  other  schools  in  all 
areas.  It  was  learned  that  the 
The  report  also  slates 
"Open  spaces  for  teaching  and 
teaming  provide  the  potential 
to  permit  and  encourage 
continuing  improvements  in 
instruction  to  a  degree  not 
possible  in  conventional 
schools." 

Members  of  the  NSU  study 
team  spent  four  days  in  each 
of  the  schools  investigated. 
Areas  covered  by  the 
research  team  were  noise 
transmission.  teaching 
techniques,  classroom  social 
organization,  order- 
maintaining  techniques, 
classroom  psychological 
climate,  provisions  for  in- 
dividual differences  and 
educational  activities. 

Much  of  the  study  was 
conducted  in  the  new  Teacher 
Education  Center  on  the 
Northwestern  campus,  but 
other  facilities  utilized  m  the 
study  included  Central  High  of 
Natchitoches,  Apollo 
Elementary  of  Bossier  Qty 
and  Rivervlew  Elementary  of 
Vidalia.

Demons  Are  3-1  in  Early  Season  Action 


"When  you  lost  three 
fumbles  in  the  fourth  quar- 
ter," said  NSU  head  football 
coach  Glenn  Gossett.  "how 
can  you  expect  to  win?  You 
can't  have  ball  control  and 
look  like  that." 

Despite  the  fact  that  three 
lost  fumbles  led  to  Nor- 
thwestern's  15-14  upset  loss  to 
Northeast  at  Homecoming, 
the  Demons  are  still  rolling 
along  with  a  3-1  record. 

After  laying  off  a  week  with 
an  open  date,  the  Demons  get 
back  in  the  grove  on  Oct.  16, 
traveling  to  Delta  State  in 
Cleveland,  Miss.  Aside  from 
the  traditional  State  Fair 
appearance  for  Northwestern 
against  Louisiana  Tech,  the 
Demons  have  only  one  home 
game  remaining.  On 
November  6,  McNeese, 
which  knocked  off  Tech  in  a 
high  scoring  game,  is  the 
Demons'  foe  that  night.  Road 
games  that  remain  for  Nor- 
thwestern include  Delta  State, 
South-western  Louisiana  and 
Southea&em. 

Going  through  four  games, 
the  Dtmons  have  played 
some  tough  opponents,  with 
outstanding  athletes. 

In  Northwestern's  24-10 
season  opening  win  over 
Guslavus  Adolphus  of  St. 
Peter.  Minn.,  the  Demon 
oefense  ran  into  junior  Tom 
uahlberg.  ar.  aU-conference 
fullback  who  was  out- 
aandingly  str.  ng.

traveled  to  Stephen  F.  Austin 
in  Nacogdoches.  Texas.  In  the 
rain,  the  Demons  showed 
some  life,  limiting  SFA  to  69 
yards  rushing  and  only  81 
passing,  ^^ile  the  offense  to 
fullback,  gained  105  yards  that 
night  on  31  carries,  three  short 
of  the  club  record. 

But  the  big  story  that  night 
was  the  Demon  defense,  for 
Northwestern's  defense 
scored  a  safety  in  the  first 
quarter,  defensive  end  Greg 
Qark  recovered  a  fumble  in 
the  SFA  end  zone  for  a  touch- 
down and  thp  defensive 
secondary  intercepted  four 
second-half  passes  and  three 
of  the  steals  were  in  the  fourth 
quarter. 

Great  running  backs  can 
often  make  even  the  bed 
defenses  look  bad  at  times, 
and  that  was  what  happened 
when  the  Demons  came 
through  with  a  tremendous  17- 
10  win  over  Southwestern 
Okla. 

Northwestern  could  do 
nothing  to  stop  the  running  of 
Jim  Calip  and  Charlie  Hicks, 
both  of  whom  are  pro 
prospects  and  all-American 
candidates.  Together,  these 
two  ground  out  304  of  SW 
Oklahoma's  329  yards 
rushing.  But  it  took  a  10-yard 
touchdown  run  by  Johnson,  a 
49-yard  field  goal  by  Dennis 
Wilkinson  for  the  Demons  to 
whip  Southwestern. 

It  was  after  the  Demons  had 
beaten  seventh-ranked  South- 
western Oklahoma  that 
Northwestern  was  ranked 
fifth  in  the  NAIA. 

In  the  second  quarter,  with 
only  14  seconds  left  in  the 
game,  NSU  was  at  the  Nor- 
theast one  yard  stripe.

Two  former  Northwestern 
SUte  University  athletes  and 
a  long-time  NSU  coach  were 
inducted  into  the 

universty's  Graduate  N  Club 
Athletic  Hall  of  Fame  during 
Homecoming  ceremonies  Oct. 
2. 

Selected  for  membership  in 
the  shrine  were  William  J. 
Dodd.  who  was  an  outstanding 
baseball  pitcher  and  became 
a  leader  in  state  government ; 
Oacker  Brown,  who  was  head 
baseball  coach  and  assistant 
football  coach  for  more  than 
2S  years,  and  Parker  Wiggins, 
AJl-American  football  half- 
back in  1940. 

The  three  honorees  were 
inducted  in  the  N  Club  Room 
of  Prather  Coliesum.  Dr. 
Robert  Alost.  head  of  the 
Department  of  Health. 
Physical  Education  and 
Recreation,  served  as  master 
of  ceremonies  and  unveiled 
portraits  of  the  Northwestern 
athletic  figures. 

Dodd.  Wiggins  and  Brown 
were  also  recognized  during 
the  annual  Alumni  I.Aincheon 
in  Iberville  Dining  Hall  at 
noon,  and  President  Arnold  R. 
Kilpatrick  presented  them 
plaques  during  halftime  of  the 
football  game  ~  at  Demon 
Stadium. 

Brown  was  an  outstanding 
football  player  at  Centenary 
College  prior  to  entering  the 
coaching  ranks.  He  was 
quarterback  and  team  cap- 
tain at  the  Slireveport  school, 
playuig  on  successful  teams  in 

1928,  1929,  and  1930. 

He  was  an  Honorable 
Mention  All-American  and 
l^ayed  in  the  first  Cotton  Bowl 
game  which  was  an  All -Star 
dash.  He  stayed  at  Centenary 
for  two  more  years  as  fresh- 
man coach. 

Brown  coached  at  Springhill 
from  1933  until  1936.  winning 
the  district  championship 
twice  and  the  North  l«uisiana 
championship  once  durmg  the 
three  years.  He  moved  to 
Minden.  where  his  1938  team 
went  11-1  and  won  the  state 
title. 

Qracker  coached  at  Nor- 
thwestern from  1940  through

1966.  The  last  10  years  he 
handled  the  offense.  NSU  lead 
the  league  in  scoring  five 
times  and  rolled  up  more  than 
200  points  five  different 
seasons. 

Brown's  offense  from  1957 
through  1966  averaged  191 
points  a  season  and  in  ad- 
dition to  leading  the  league  in 
scoring  five  times  finished 
second  twice  and  third  twice. 
Brown  is  still  teaching  health 
and  physical  education  at 
Northwestern. 

Wiggins  was  a  widely- 
heralded  halfback  at 
Waterproof  in  the  mld-l930's 
and  was  signed  by  l4>uisiana 
State  University.  Joe  Aillet, 
an  assistant  at  Northwestern 
then,  talked  him  into  moving 
to  the  Natchitoches  school. 

From  1937  until  1940.  while 
Wigguis  was  holding  down  a 
halfback  spot  for  Nor- 
thwestern, the  Demons  never 
had  a  losing  season.  Wiggins 
played  a  tremendous  role  in 
the  school's  11-Orecord in  1939. 
In  1940,  Wiggins  became 
only  the  second  AIl-Anierican 
football  player  in  Nor- 
thwestern's history.  In  ad- 
dition to  his  football  honors, 
Wiggins  lettered  in  track  and 
baseball  each  year  he  was  at 
NSU  . 

Wiggins  is  co-owner  now  of 
leigh  and  Wiggins  Insurance 
of  Monroe,  and  he  has  been 
active  in  professional  and 
civic  affairs.  He  is  serving  as 
president  of  the  Northwestern 
Alumni  Association. 

IX)dd  was  one  of  the  state's 
top  collegiate  pitchers  during 
the  late  I920's  and  early  1930's. 
He  was  M,  200  pounds  and  had 
an  awesome  fast  t>all.  He 
signed  with  the  Washmgton 
Senators  in  1932  but  left  major 
league  baseball  with  an  arm 
injury. 

Active  in  all  phases  of 
college  life.  Dodd  was  sports 
editor  of  the  yearbook  and 
held  editorial  positions  on  the 
student  newspaper  He  was  an 
N  Club  officer  and  was  active 
in  delate. 

For  eight  years.  Dodd 
served  as  a  state  represen- 
tative from  Allen  Parish. 
He  was  lieutenant  governor 
from  1948  to  1952  and  state 
civU  defense  director  from 
1950  to  1952,  He  was  elected 
state  comptroller  in  1956  and 
served  until  I960.  He  was 
elected  to  the  Slate  Board  of 
Education  in  I960,  serving  two 
years  as  its  president. 

Dodd  assumed  his  duties  as 
State  Superintendent  of 
Education  in  1964  and  was 
reelected  four  years  later. 

Dodd.  Wiggins  and  Brown 
brmg  the  total  number  of 
members  of  the  North weataii 
Athletic  Hall  of  Fame  to  13. 
Other  members  of  the  hall  are
